DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Group I. Claims 1-3 are drawn to an enterotoxin adsorbent classified class 424, 
subclass 236.1 . 

Group II. Claim 4 is drawn to a method for adsorptive removal of an enterotoxin, 
classified in class 424, subclass 140.1. 

Group III Claim 5 is drawn to an enterotoxin adsorption apparatus, classified in 
class 435, subclass 283.1. 



2. Groups I and III are related as different products. Group I is drawn to an 
enterotoxin adsorbent. Group III is drawn to an enterotoxin adsorption apparatus. 
Group I and III differ because they are physically and functionally distinct chemical 
entities. These products are distinct because they differ structurally and functionally. 

3. Groups II and (I and III) are product and process of using. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a material different process of 
using that product (MPEP 806.05(h). In the instant case the apparatus of Group III, can 
be used in specimen collection.
